To  The  Rural  District  Council  of  Welton 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1963. 

The  health  of  the  district  has  remained  outstandingly  good  and  the 
Council  has  not  been  slow  to  support  schemes  for  improvement  of  living 
conditions  where  this  is  possible.  At  the  same  time  the  County  Council 
has  been  active  in  preventive  action  against  diseases  such  as  diphtheria, 
smallpox,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis  and  whooping  cough.  The  current  year’s 
figures  for  smallpox  vaccination  only  74  compared  with  378  in  the  previous 
year  are  partly  a  measure  of  the  panic  caused  by  the  imported  cases, 
followed  by  a  changed  policy  regarding  the  best  age  for  vaccination.  It  is 
now  accepted  that  it  is  better  to  vaccinate  during  the  second  year  of  life 
than  in  the  early  months  as  formerly.  There  are,  therefore  a  large  number 
of  babies  who  are  waiting  to  be  old  enough  for  vaccination  and  who  will 
cause  a  rise  from  the  present  low  figure. 

It  has  been  suggested  by  one  of  my  brother  M.O.H’s  that  germs  are 
no  more  culpable  for  causing  disease  than  are  motor  cars  for  causing 
accidents.  In  both  cases  human  failure  is  the  key.  It  is  true  preventable 
diseases  are  frequently  not  prevented — through  ignorance,  through 
distance,  and  the  various  other  exigencies  of  life,  and  our  methods  ought 
to  be  flexible  enough  to  meet  these  exigencies  as  they  arise.  Ignorance  and 
prejudice  are  difficult  enemies  and  it  is  distressing  when  parents  differ 
over  what  should  be  done  for  their  children.  We  have  been  fortunate  in 
recent  years  to  have  had  available  a  Child  Guidance  team  headed  by  Dr. 
Wardle,  to  assist  parents  and  teachers  resolve  the  problems  of  our  young 
people. 
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We  are  in  an  era  of  full  employment  and  this  has  some  drawbacks, — 
a  tendency  to  long  delay  in  building  work,  delivery  dates  of  machinery 
and  so  on. 

Insofar  as  domestic  building  is  concerned,  there  is  little  that  can  be 
done  to  speed  up  replacement  of  worn-out  houses,  since  prefabrication  has 
found  acceptance  only  in  the  sphere  of  major  buildings.  The  provision  of 
closed  stoves  or  gas  heating  or  even  electric  heating  in  so  many  small 
new  houses,  coupled  with  an  over-enthusiasm  for  packaging  especially  of 
groceries,  has  meant  a  grisly  refuse  collection  of  tins,  cartons,  bottles, 
vegetable  waste,  bones  and  other  debris  without  the  welcome  dry  ash  to 
hide  and  to  some  extent  deodorize  the  waste.  To  my  mind  it  is  offensive 
to  retain  a  bm-full  of  such  stuff  for  up  to  a  fortnight,  whilst  a  multitude 
of  incinerators  in  small  gardens  would  be  unbearable.  Serious  thought 
should  be  given  to  providing  for  either  weekly  collection  from  bins  or 
perhaps  an  extension  of  the  paper  sack  system  with  the  provision  of  two 
sacks  where  necessary.  The  latter  scheme  could  be  operated  by  an  open 
General  Service  type  of  wagon  m  place  of  the  more  costly  ad  hoc  refuse 
vehicle. 

It  will  be  seen  that  only  24  houses  were  represented  to  the  Council  as 
unfit,  whilst  272  new  houses  were  built,  so  that  in  general  it  may  be  ex¬ 
pected  that  the  new  house  owners  will  expect  the  Council  which  has 
permitted  this  type  of  development  to  provide  for  it  and  budget  accordingly. 

Water  Supply  has  not  been  the  cause  of  any  concern  except  in  the 
Bardney  area  where  the  Board  is  preparing  a  scheme  of  improvement.  It 
should  be  realized  that  the  national  water  consumption  has  rocketed  since 
the  war  and  there  is  need  to  consider  carefully  what  resources  are  available 
and  how  best  to  use  them.  Primarily,  there  is  but  one  source  of  water — the 
sea;  but  after  distillation  by  the  sun’s  energy  the  amount  that  falls  on  the 
country’s  surface  is  substantially  the  ration  that  can  be  shared  out.  Further 
supplies  from  distillation  plant  are  totally  insignificant.  It  has  been  esti¬ 
mated  that  the  water  resources  of  this  country,  available  for  irrigation, 
would  suffice  for  about  a  million  acres,  whilst  an  8%  increase  in  crop  yield 
can  spell  the  difference  between  success  and  failure.  Irrigation  can  produce 
much  greater  crop  increases  than  this  so  that  even  in  this  era  of  prosperity, 
it  is  proper  to  consider  as  a  whole  the  utilization  of  the  nations  water 
resources.  The  re-use  of  water  is  inevitable  since  ultimately  it  runs  down 
to  the  sea  or  evaporates  and  falls  again  as  rain;  on  a  smaller  scale  water 
engineers  have  for  many  years  used  rivers  containing  sewage  effluent  as  a 
source  of  drinking  and  industrial  water.  If  the  industrial  and  domestic 
consumption  continues  to  rise  the  same  sort  of  technique  will  have  to  be 
much  more  widely  used.  All  these  things  are  costly,  and  consequently  I 
make  no  apology  for  emphasizing  the  need  to  use  water  carefully  at  all 
times.  Economy  and  health  may  not  be  run  together — a  toilet  suite  with  a 
low  flush  uses  50%  more  water  than  a  high  flush  but  it  is  less  liable  to  infect 
the  seat  with  germs  of  dysentery,  food  poisoning  etc.  The  liberal  provision 
of  wash  hand  basins  is  also  valuable  for  health,  but  water  consuming. 

Residential  caravans  have  long  come  in  for  criticism,  sometimes 
constructive  and  sometimes  the  reverse;  but  it  must  be  admitted  that  they 
do  form  independent  accommodation  for  young  couples  and  are  flexible 
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in  that  they  can  be  bought  (prefabricated)  and  placed  on  a  serviced  site  to 
provide  an  “instant  home”  whilst  a  move  from  one  town  or  district  to 
another  is  attended  by  far  less  upheaval  than  is  the  case  with  house- 
dwellers.  Until  a  more  stable  society  has  been  constructed  to  replace  the 
lemmings  race  to  the  south-east,  there  will  remain  a  demand  for  moveable 
dwellings,  and  sites  to  accommodate  them.  With  regard  to  the  holiday 
caravan,  whilst  the  static  van  on  the  sea-side  site  now  forms  a  substantial 
part  of  the  available  family  holiday  accommodation,  the  two  bodies  respon¬ 
sible  for  organized  camping  and  caravaning  not  only  report  substantially 
increased  membership  year  by  year  but  are  looking  to  each  other  for  mutual 
support.  Their  claims  for  the  use  of  land  for  recreational  use  are  receiving 
increasing  government  support,  and  we  should  not  look  unfavourably 
upon  any  proposals  made  to  the  Council,  even  though  there  may  not  be 
many  areas  of  outstanding  natural  beauty  in  the  district  to  warrant  special 
care. 


Last  year  I  commented  upon  the  loss  of  our  slaughter-houses  but  the 
respite  in  work  is  minimal  for  recent  events  in  Aberdeen  and  elsewhere 
have  shown  how  very  stringent  precautions  can  occasionally  break  down — 
in  the  case  of  tinned  food  because  of  its  exceptional  safety.  Sausages,  pork 
pies  and  potted  meat  were  traditionally  hazardous  but  nowadays  are 
extremely  safe,  especially  where  the  human  element  is  largely  eliminated. 
However  it  is  a  long  trail  from  the  farm  to  the  table  where  the  pork  pie  is 
eaten  and  it  depends  upon  the  watchfulness  of  all  in  the  industry  with 
co-operation  from  the  Public  Health  staff,  to  ensure  that  safety  we  have 
come,  so  much,  to  expect.

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GENERAL  PROVISIONS  of  HEALTH  SERVICES  for  the  AREA 

During  the  year  the  Medical  Officers  on  the  staff  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  changed  their  functions  somewhat.  In  place  of 
separate  teams  of  Infant  Welfare  doctors  (all  women)  and  School  Medical 
Officers  (mainly  men),  all  the  staff  took  over  Infant  Welfare  and  School 
duties  for  correspondingly  small  areas.  The  area  for  which  I  am  responsible 
extends  from  Tetford,  Belchford,  Horncastle  and  Bucknall  in  the  east  to 
Cherry  Willingham  and  Scothern  in  the  west.  Those  parts  of  the  Rural 
District  lying  to  the  north  and  west  are  attended  by  Drs.  Reford  and  Carr 
respectively. 

The  Ambulance  Service  is  now  separate  from  the  Fire  Service  to  a 
considerable  extent  but  it  is  obviously  expedient  to  continue  to  use  suitable 
existing  buildings. 

Hospital  and  Laboratory  facilities  remain  substantially  as  last  year. 
It  is  inevitable  that  accommodation  for  the  elderly  not  in  acute  need  of 
curative  treatment,  provide  difficulties.  These  are  principally  social  insofar 
as  a  generation  of  one-child  families  are  now  faced  squarely  with  the 
responsibility  of  a  parent,  or  more,  in  their  declining  years  and  cannot 
always  face  up  to  this  responsibility.

Nettleham  (including  Bunkers  Hill),  Bardney,  Scothern,  Ingham,  Saxilby, 
Reepham,  Cherry  Willingham  (including  Flawthorn  Avenue),  Welton, 
Dunholme,  Normanby  and  Owmby. 

Sewers,  are  now  being  laid  to  serve  the  following  parishes: — 
Langworth  and  Sudbrooke  Park  area. 

The  following  schemes  are  in  course  of  preparation: — Fiskerton, 
Holton  Beckering,  Faldingworth. 

Scavenging 

The  Council  have  continued  their  policy  of  operating  a  fortnightly 
collection  of  household  refuse  throughout  the  district  with  the  exception  of 
isolated  farms  which  are  visited  monthly.  In  addition  about  200  houses  near 
the  Lincoln  City  boundary  on  Bunkers  Hill  receive  a  weekly  collection  and 
also  the  500  houses  .on  R.A.F.  Scamption  have  a  weekly  collecton,  but  the 
Council’s  collectors  are  assisted  by  R.A.F.  personnel  and  vehicles. 

The  Council  are  at  present  considering  the  need  to  increase  the 
frequency  of  the  service  especially  for  the  Lincoln  “dormitory  villages’’  of 
Nettleham  and  Cherry  Willingham  where  large  estates  are  being  built  of 
private  houses  without  open  fireplaces  and  with  only  very  small  gardens 
which  leads  to  the  consequent  difficulty  of  burning  waste  paper  without 
causing  a  nuisance  to  the  neighbour. 

A  trial  scheme  of  the  paper  sack  system  has  been  started  on  the  two 
Council  Housing  Estates  at  Bardney  with  90  houses,  in  order  to  assess  the 
value  of  the  improved  method  of  collection. 
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Pail  Closet  Emptying  Service 

This  service  is  being  discontinued  in  villages  where  a  new  village 
sewerage  scheme  has  been  provided,  after  a  suitable  time  has  elapsed  for 
owner  occupiers  and  landlords  to  carry  out  their  conversion  schemes. 

Only  a  few  houses  remain  in  Nettleham  and  Saxilby  where  the  pails 
are  emptied  by  Council  Workmen. 

A  private  contract  continued  to  be  operated  in  Bardney  and  Southrey. 
The  Council  give  full  encouragement  to  owners  to  carry  out  their 
conversion  schemes  with  the  help  of  improvement  grants. 

Refuse  Disposal 

All  refuse  collected  in  the  district  is  brought  to  the  central  tip  at 
Nettleham  and  controlled  by  a  full  time  tip  attendant. 

The  tip  is  ideally  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  district  and  thereby 
provides  a  method  of  disposal  at  low  cost. 

Full  precautions  are  taken  to  prevent  a  nuisance  being  caused  by  rats 
or  flies.

It  will  be  noted  that  triple  immunization  has  become  routine  in  infancy, 
followed  by  a  similar  booster  at  two  and  a  diphtheria  and  tetanus  booster 
at  5  years.  Separate  vaccines  are  used  only  in  exceptional  cases. 


The  use  of  Salk  vaccines  has  now  been  entirely  superseded  by  Sabin 
(oral)  vaccine  which  is  both  more  acceptable  and  also  apparently  at  least 
as  effective.
